There were declines in the number 
of cases placed on the docket, ver­ 
dicts of guilty, pleas of guilty, ac­ 
quittals and cases nolle pressed. 
Federal arrests for July totaled 
7.067 as compared with 6,576 for 
June and 6,623 for July, 1931. 
A total of 4 849 defendants were 
held by commissioners in July, 4,481 
in June, and 5,003 in July, 1931, 
The bureau also reported arrests 
by state officers totaling 1,624 for 
July, 1,439 for June and 1,740 for

Report Predicts Party With 
Prohibition As Aim 
Will Arise. 


Seattle, W ash., Aug. 18 (AP).— 
Formation of a third major political 
carty in the near future was pre­ 
dicted in a report adopted Wednes­ 
day by the annual convention of 
the Women's Christian Temperance 
union, which reelected Mrs. Ella A 
Boole, of Brooklyn, to the national 
presidency of the organization for 
an eighth term. 
Mrs. Boole had announced early 
in the convention she was not a 
candidate for reelection, preferring 
to give her entire time to the work 
of the world organization of which 
she also is president. 
Mrs. Smith Also Reelected 
Mrs. Ida B. Wise Smith, of Des 
Moines, Iowa, her nearest competi­ 
tor for the presidency, was unani­ 
mously reelected vice-president. 
Mrs. Boole received 228 votes out 
of the 292 cast. 
Mrs. Smith receiv­ 
ed 49, and Mrs. Nell G. Burger, of 
Springfield, Missouri, assistant re­ 
cording secretary, received 12. The 
others were scattered. 
Without debate* and by a unani­ 
mous vote the union adopted the 
report of the political action com­ 
mittee which said: “We believe the 
time is not far distant when there 
will be an uprising of the American 
people for a new major party based 
on moral Ideals, which will include 
observance and enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment and other 
great principles of government.' 
To Back Dry Candidate* 
The report also expressed opposi­ 
tion to the prohibition planks in the 
platforms of the two major parties. 
"We do not dictate,’’ the commit­ 
tee said, “to our members their po­ 
litical affiliations, but because the

The Pennsylvania council for the 
blind, directing an active campaign 
against ‘ babies’ sore eyes” as part 
of an extensive blind prevention pro­ 
gram, has announced the complete 
recovery of seven infants with eye 
inflammation of this sort through 
prompt action and adherence to the 
program of treatment it sponsored. 
Babies’ sore eyes, known scien­ 
tifically as ophthalmia neonatorum, 
has accounted for nearly one-fourth 
the students in the two Pennsyl­ 
vania schools for the blind. 
Yet 
blindness of these children, accord­ 
ing to the council, always could have 
been prevented lf prompt preventive 
and 
remedial measures had 
been 
taken.

CLEAN AND SAFE MILK 
By Dr. William J. Schoies 
In order to be pure, milk must 
come from healthy cows. 
It must 
be 
produced 
in 
clean, 
sanitary 
dairies by clean, healthy milkers 
and handlers. Then it must be kept 
properly cooled until delivered. For. 
milk not only is an excellent food 
for babies and children but it also 
happens to be an excellent medium 
for the growth of bacteria. 
Some 
of the germs th at grow readily in 


milk are harmless. About the worst 
they do is sour the milk. 
Others, 
however, are capable of causing dis­ 


ease. 
Diseases 
that 
have 
been con­ 
veyed 
through 
milk are 
typhoid 
fever, 
scarlet 
fever, streptococcus 
sore throat, diphtheria and tuber­ 
culosis. 
H ie germs of these dis­ 
eases get into the milk in various 
ways. 
Sometimes, as in the case 
of tuberculosis, the cows are dis­ 
eased. 
Sometimes the 
milk 
has 
been handled by those capable of 
transm itting infections. 
Certified Milk Safest 
Milk th at is produced in accord­ 
ance 
with 
the 
sanitary 
require­ 
ments of 
the medical milk com ­ 
missions is termed certified milk. 
This is regarded as pure enough to 
be used raw with safety. 
Much of the milk that is m ar- 
j keted is pasteurized. 
This means 
that it has been heated to a tem ­ 
perature of between 140 
and 
150 
degrees Fahrenheit for 
20 
to 
30 
minutes. 
The effect of pasteuriza­ 
tion is to kill most of the bacteria 
that may happen to be present. 
It 
has done much to lessen the spread 
of disease by means of milk. 
But even though milk is clean to 
begin with and has been pasteurized, 
it may still become contam inated. 
Allowing it to stand in open bottles 
or containers makes the entrance of 
germs easily possible. 
Allowing the 
milk to stand in a warm place per­ 
mits the rapid 
multiplication 
of 
whatever germs may get 
into it. 
Milk should be kept in stoppered 


bottles, at a temperature of between 
35 and 40 degrees Fahrenheit. 
If there is any doubt about the 
purity of milk it should be steri­ 
lized in the home before being be­ 
ing given to babies or children. 
It 
may be heated in a double boiler, 
allowing the water in the outer ves­ 
sel to boil for 6 or 8 minutes. Aft­ 
er cooling, the 
milk 
should 
be 
placed in one or more clean, sterile 
bottles, the 
bottles 
capped, 
and 
kept on ice. During the hot weath­ 
er. it is safest to heat all milk be­ 
fore giving it to babies!
